Thank you for your letter of the 24 of August. I 
realize you are a very busy nan and do apprediate your answering 
rr.y letters. I do hope $fo I an being of some assisstance to 
you. You will find enclosed ^5 for the copy of PHOTOGRAPHIC 
WHITEWASH you sent me. I have read it twice already and find it 
to be a magnificent work, as are your other books. 

Upon reading PHOTOGRAPHIC WHITEWASH , I was amazed by 
the number of hither people who had taken pictures of the assassination 
about whom there is no record in the 26 Volumes. I then took it 
upon myself to try and contact some of these people. I am enclosing 
Xerox copies of the notes I made of the conversations. All were 
made on the 25th of August. If you would like I will send you 
the pictures from Miss Wilma Bond when I receive them. You may 
want to study them. 

After receiving yourletter, I went back and studied 
the three Dallas Police Radio Logs. I went over them again for 
over 8 hours. The only record of an arrest of a man at the Dal 
Tex building I could find was the one I sent you earlier. There 
are however two instances of a man wanted from the TS3D . The man 
in Question was Charles Douglas Givens (H6,pgs.345ff ) . Be was 
wanted by Inspector J.H. Sawyer because he had a police record 
and was net in the TS3D at the time Sawyer was zhere . This is 
recorded in two of the logs, EX. 705, pg .419 and in EX. 1974, pg.873. 

I have studied the Logs for quite some time now and have made 
numerous notes on the various suspects, cars, license nos. etc, 
and you may have any of this information if you want it. 

I am enclosing a couple of other items which I have 
come across in my study of the 26 Molumes which you may find 
interesting. They are; 

Re : Notebook of Lee Harvey Oswald, in this instance Ex. No. 105 

Hearings 16, page 448. 

-on page 448 of this exhibit there is a list of items prepared 
presumably by Oswald. These items are arranged in three columns 
under the headings SOLD PRICE REG. Approximately half way 
down the list one will find the following intered; 

SOLD PRICE REG 

Gun plus case 24 17 

Does this entry indicate that Oswald sold one of his guns? 

Re ; "False Oswald" 

Examine Sxs. Nos. 2944 and 3110 b oth of H26. 

-in these Interviews note that both individuals in question 
have a similarity in the description of the car, gun, men 
etc. Bo the also stated that the man looked similar to 
0 s w aid.
